The Combined p op ulation of 
these territories is two and a half 
million p eop le. Business is susp end­ 
ed in various states, chiefly where 
the negroes are num erous. 
I/ondon disp atches from Rio J a ­ 
neiro confirm the rep ort th a t there 
is a state of siege there. M artial law 
has been p roclaim ed 
at Nictheroy ,
